WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(?>)-—< 
The Japanese came out for round 
three Monday night in the Battle 
of Guadalcanal, the Navy ane 
nounced today, but were b-aten 
back again with nine of their 
ships spn« and thousands of theje 
soldiers drowned, 


The night engagement cost the 
United States one. cruiser sunk 
“and other United States vessels 
damaged,” a communique report- 
ed, but none of the Japanese sdk 
diers being brought in by trange 
port set foot on shore except pose 
sibly as bedraggled prisoners. 


Two Japanese troop transports 
and one cargo ship were sunk 
and six of their escorting warships 
were sent to the bottom of the sea. 
These included four destroyers 
and two other vessels which were 
either cruisers or large destroyers, 


Before the Navy issued its - m< 
munique, imperial headquarters in 
Tokyo had trumpeted the action 
not as an unsuccessful attempt to 
put reinforcements ashore at 
Guadalcanal but as “a fierce at 
tack” by a Japanese “torpedo ate 
tack flotilla.” Tokyo claimed the 
sinking of one American battle- 
ship, one cruiser of the Augusta 
type and two destroyers, to the 
loss of only one of their own de- 


stroyers.

Meanwhile Americ.n forces 
ashore on Guadalcanal hacked 
away at the Japanese left stranded 
there without reinforcements of 
men or fresh supplies, killing more 
than 100 of them in patrol skir- 
mishes Tuesday and Wednesday 
(Guadalcanal date).

Thus the action. earlier this 
week apparently constituted the

anese challenge in this round was 
beaten back as decisively as was 
the earlier one, but the Japanese 
force apparently was much small- 
er, and the damage suffered by 
si enemy was correspondingly 
ess. 

Scene of Battle. 

American warships intercepted 
the Japanese armada in waters 
off the north coast of the island, 
in about the same vicinity as the 
scene of the last naval battle. 

“The enemy was interrupted in 
his attempt to reinforce and sup- 
ply his troops on the island,” the 
communique related _succinctly, 
“and no landing was effected.” 

There did come ashore, how. 
ever, some Japanese sailors rem 
cued from life rafts the following 
day. They were off the destroyer 
Takanami, believed to be a 1,500- 
ton ship.

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Atlantans Need No — 
ing To Help in 
Salvage. 


Atlantans eat largely from tin 
cans and tin substitute containers, 
‘but housewives need no discipli- 
nary measures to induce them to 
salvage the critical tin, H. J. Cates, | 
chief of the city sanitary depart- | 
ment, said yesterday. 

Cates said the average oe 
would be surprised to learn that 
he ate the contents of 34 pounds 
of tin cans a year and that the av- 
erage family eats the contents of 
approximately 141 pounds of tin 
cans a year—or at least did about 
10 years ago before Atlanta was 
nearly as large as it is now and 
before any substitutes were used 
for critical tin. 

Guinea Pig. 

While a number of other Geor- 
gia cities planned to halt collection 
of garbage from homes which con- 
tinue to place tin cans in garbage 
containers ‘iristead of salvaging | 
them as requested by the WPB, | 
Cates said local citizens are co- 
operating fully and expressed the 
belief that Atlanta “will meet its 
salving obligations fully.” Georgia | 
has been designated as the “guinea | 
pig” state in an effort to point the 
way to voluntary salvage and to 
forestall mandatory orders from = 
WPB. 

If the Georgia drive is unsuc- 
cessful, the board pointed out that | 
it may be forced to pass an order | 
requiring housewives to turn in| 
an empty can at grocers for every 
can of goods purchased. 

Cates said his department has 
collected scores of tons of discard- 
ed tin cans from schools to which 
citizens: were asked to haul them. 
He said the collection is indicative | 
of the “unstinted co-operation At- 
lantans are giving the program.” 

™ Slacker Cards. 

In Columbus, bright red plac- 
ards will be placed on garbage 
cans where tin cans are persistent- 
ly found, Crawford. Key, chairman | 
of the Muscogee county salvage 
committee, said.

(This excerpt from “Close-up of the Jap Fighting Man” in the 
November “Reader's Digest,” reprinted from the “Infantry Jour- 
nal,” was written by Lieutenant Colonel Warren J. Clear, General 
Staff Corps, United States Army, who was one of two American 
officers who had been allowed to view the inside workings of the 
Japanese army.

~ Now for Tin Can 
Of all the war metals of which this coumtry 


is short, none is more important than tin. Tin 
is used in the making of bearings in practically 
all machines,of combat and it is essential, also, 
for lining the containers in which food is 
shipped to our forces abroad. Most of our 
pre-war tin supply came from the Far East, 
from lands now occupied by the Japanese. 

One of the greatest potential sources of tin 
and of steel is the salvage of empty cans. They 
can be detinned and the steel can go to the 
scrap piles for the blast furnaces. 

In Atlanta and Fulton county the P.-T. A. 
groups are supervising collectfon of the empty 
cans through the schools. 

For other communities, a simple and easy 
way for the saving of empty tin cans has been 
worked out. 

Wholesale grocers will collect them from 
retail grocery stores, and deliver them at a 
central shipping point the mayor of each town 
or city will designate. 

The retail grocers will collect them by 
placing boxes in their stores as a depository for 
the empty cans. 

Housewives and all who use goods which 
come in cans, will save them, when empty, and 
carry them to their retail grocery store and 
‘ deposit them there, in the box provided. 

Certain cans are not wanted, because they 
cannot be detinned. These are those which 
have contained paints, varnish and similar 
commodities. But those which have contained 
foodstuffs of any type are all wanted. 

The housewife, after a can is émptied, should 
remove both ends. These circular ends should 
then be placed in the can and the whole thing 


flattened by stepping upon it. Then take it 
to the store and toss it in the box. That is all. 

This seems to be a war contribution almost 
exclusively for the women. It is, nine times out 
of ten, they who do the marketing for the 
home, they who do the cooking and, therefore, 
they who handle the cans, full or empty. 

One thing is sure, America never calls on 


her womenfolk for aid in vain. There should 
be, in short time, millions of empty, properly - 


flattened, tin cans ready for shipment to the 
detinning plants.

It is a foregone conclusion that the athletic 
directors of the ten schools involved will comply 
with the Eastman request. Under present 
circumstances it would hardly be possible to 
do otherwise. , 

The period between Christmas and Ne 
Year’s, when this football travel would be in 
full swing, will be one of the heaviest upon 4 
national transportation’ system already hard 
pressed to handle the traffic burden of war 
conditions aggravated by the practical elimi- 
nation of private automobile use for long- 
distance trips. 

At the holiday season many of the soldiers 
now in camps far from their homes, will be 
granted furloughs, for visits to those homes. 
If the football fans, without restriction, are 
added to the throngs of would-be railroad and 
bus travelers, it will mean that many will be, 
unavoidably, refused the transportation they 
desire. 

Thus the question simply resolves itself into 
whether a football fan, anxious to see his 
favorite team in a bowl game, shall use up the 
scarce transportation facilities, or whether a 
soldier on furlough shall be enabled to spend 
the Christmas holidays at his home, with his 
mother. There can be but one answer to this 
question on the part of any decent man. He 
will forego his football excursion and find 
recompense in the knowledge that an American 
mother has thereby been permitted to ave 
her boy home again for one more Christmas.

ANOTHER HITLER BLUNDER WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.— 


Considering the momen- 
tous events of the past month, Allied statesmen are now marking 
down Hitler’s handling of the French situation as one of his great- 
est blunders of the war, second only, perhaps, to his ill-starred 


invasion of Russia. 
The mistakes he has made are rated enough 


to cost him the war. 


They have left him in 


the most vulnerable position he has occupied 
since the conflict started. 

After the fall of France in 1940, Hitler was 
guided by two reasons in accepting a policy 
of half-hearted leniency in dealing with the 


prostrate French nation. 


First, he -wanted to 


get control of the French fleet, which, added 
to the Italian navy, would have’ given him a 
formidable weapon for meeting British sea 


power. 


Second, he entertained the vain hope 


that, by coddling the French along, he would 
be able ‘to command a full degree of collab- 
oration with the German war program. 

It was a stupid sort of hope to begin with, 


as subsequent 


events have proved. The 


thought that a conquered people could be per- 
suaded to join hands with their conquerors 
against their former allies could only be born of a mind such as 


Hitler’s. 


In jockeying with these two futile dreams, Hitler threw himself 
open to the most important strategical development the war has 
yet produced—the American occupation of French territory in 
North Africa. It might well have been within his power to prevent

We have 
learned that to fight an enemy 
who has total control of all his 
people and all the property and 
money in his country our govern- 
ment requires much firmer con- 
trol of us and ours than we ever 
expected to consent to. We hope 
that when the war is won all this 
control will be relinquished, but 
we can’t be sure that the post- 
war situation will permit a sud- 
den return to the old American 
way. In fact, that way is con- 
stantly disparaged as a nostalgic 
dream of a few rich men, and we 
are tending more and more frank- 
ly toward a war of life which com- 
bines elements of Nazi-Fasccism 
and Communism and which our 
rulers call Democracy. 

Hitler took over the industries 
in Germany but, in general, let the 
bosses keep their jobs, and, nomi- 
nally, their holdings, not because 
he had any_ special feeling for 
them but because he needed their 
specialized intelligence and abili- 
ties for the task of preparing for 
war. and fighting the war on the 
industrial front. Little business, 
which did not bear on his war ef- 
fort, was put out of business and 
the profits of all business which 
was allowed to survive for his war 
purposes above a low maximum 
were piped into his treasury. 

Russia does not tolerate private 
business and the state runs things 
directly as state projects, so there 
is no nonsense about private prof- 


its. .

All Creatures Get Antagonistic - 


When You Try to Force Them 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


_ A recent magazine article, designed to help the Negroes in their 
fight for racial equality, said the benighted white people of ‘the 
south cannot consider the race question fairly because they are “ane 
cestral minded”—that is, their ideas are inherited. 

This cannot apply to all of them, for many oldsters can rememe- 
ber when President Grant sent bayonets into the south to force 
white people to accept domination by illiterate Negroes—some of 
them brought to America as naked savages. 

The white people, being Americans though licked, did not en- 
joy having anything forced on them. It may be that people of 
other regions would enjoy being governed by their colored brethren; 
but the southerners were cranky about it, and soon after the bayo- 
nets were withdrawn they devised certain schemes to keep them- 
selves in control of the government. 

One of these schemes was to levy a poll tax, or head tax, and 
require each voter to show a tax receipt. This did not wholly 
disfranchise the Negroes, for the tax was only $2 or $3 and almost 
anybody in earnest about it can lay by that much in a year. 

But in states where property was not assessed, but voluntarily 
returned for taxation, most of the Negroes and many white people 
paid no tax at all. And the theory is, or was, that a person who 
has money for gin or other pleasures and won't chip in two or three 
dollars to help pay government expenses doesn’t deserve any voice 
in running the government. . 

New Dealers thought the tax wicked. They-even used public 
money to pay it for some “relief clients” so they could vote. And 
some weeks before‘the recent election, feeling the need of some- 
thing to clinch the Negro vote in the north, they introduced a bill 
in congress to olttlaw the tax in the eight southern states. 

There was a growing sentiment against the tax in the south, and 
a few more years might have seen the last of it, if nobody had in- 
terfered. 

It is possible that the people of New Jersey, Indiana, Iowa, Cali- 
fornia and other sovereign states would enjoy having outsiders 
tell them what they must do; but southerners of this generation 
seem as cranky as their ancestors about having anything forced on 
them, and that is why southern senators used every parliamentary 
trick in the book to kill the bill.

On $500,000,000 Bills 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(®)— | 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau today asked bids on $500,- 
000,000 of 91-day treasury bills to 
be issued on a discount basis. 

The bills will be dated Decem- 
ber 9, 1942, and mature March 10, 
1943, when the face amount will 
be payable without interest. They

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Billy Evans

; CHICAGO, Ill: Dec. 3.— 
Determined Leader A visitor walked into the 
suite of William G. Bramham, president of the National 
Association of Professional Baseball Clubs, and addressed 
him familiarly as “Bill.” 

They fell to talking about other days. Presently a 
tragedy of the 1800s was recounted and it reveals, more 
than any other thing could, the type of man who today 
heads the minor leagues in their greatest crisis. The mi- 
nors have a determined mar to lead them, and assuredly 
they will eventually recover just as their leader did back 
in 1893 or thereabouts. 

Bill Bramham, as the visitor addressed him, was 
fireman on the Nashville Accommodation. 

On a run one day, Judge Bramham, wetting down the 
coal, noticed a man riding “dead head” behind the engine, 

nd, thinking to have a little fun, he was careless with the 
water hose. 

At the first stop, as Judge Bramhami related the story, 
the fellow climbed down and walked up to the engine. 
He used the most abusive language imaginable and ex- 
plained, “I am no tramp. My mother is desperately ill and 
I have no money to ride a train. That’s why I was up 
there.” | 

The fellow closed on a harsh note. “I hope this 
engine turns over some day and scalds you to 
death,” he shouted at Bramham. 


It was only a few short weeks later that the train ran 
through an open switch. The boiler exploded, killed the 
the fireman, and Bramham was critically injured. 

The first thing he thought of as he stood by the tracks, 
hands and body terri scalded, with bones of his hands 


exposed, was the wish of the boy. 
“First thing I called for was wa-

“Some Negroes were standing nearby and they took a 
container of ice water from one of the coaches and threw. 
it over me. It was the worst thing I could have done, of 
course. I felt something hanging down from my chest. I 
thought it was my overalls. I tried to reach for the watch 
that my mother gave me and then realized I couldn’t use 
my hands. I realized, too, that it was not by overalls, but 
skin hanging down from my chest.” 

As Judge Bramham recounted the old tragedy, the 
experience of a listener was that of being present at a 
tremendously dramatic, though tragic, affair. Judge Bram- 
ham unconsciously kept stroking his hands, which bear no 
scars, as he talked on, memory wandering vividly through 
the details of the wreck of long, long ago. 


“Doctors filled me full of morphine. It had abso- 
lutely no effect. No man going through hell could 
suffer more than I did. 


“When the bandages of linseed oil were removed and 
the air hit my hands, I begged them to hurry. The mor- 
phine had no effect, as I said, and then a man came into 
the hospital and brought a quart of old whisky—Cascade 
was the name—and offered it. Someone said, ‘This man is 
dying. It is no use to fill him full of that.’ 

“I appealed to someone to hold the bottle to my lips. I

Former Indian 
Boss Is Given 
One-Year Pact 


Surprise Action Termed 
‘Hasty,’ Jimmy San- 
ders Is Retained.

CHICAGO, IIL, Dec. 3——In a 
move that took everyone except 
the directors involved by surprise, 
Billy Evans, old umpire and once 
general manager of the Cleveland 
Indians and Boston Red Sox, to- 
night was named president of the 
Southern League, succeeding Ma- 
jor Trammell Scott, of Atlanta. 
Major Scott’s term of office, which 
began in 1938 and lasted five 
years, had expired, and certain 
directors were against renewal of 
the contract for reasons undis- 
closed. 

The Southern League meeting 
today was presided over by 
Joe Engel, president of the Chat- 
tanooga club, in the absence of 
Major Scott. It is no secret that 
Engel, after learning Scott’s con- 
tract was not to be renewed, of- 
fered to serve as temporary presi- 
dent for a period of three months 
at no pay until the directorate 
had time to act on a new presi- 
dent. 

Today’s action was hasty. It un- 
doubtedly was premeditated by a 
certain bloc, but it caught most 
everyone else completely by sur- 
prise. Certain directors knew ab- 
solutely nothing about the propos- 
ed move. ; 

ONE-YEAR CONTRACT. 

Evans has been given a one- 
year contract at an undisclosed sal- 
ary. Jimmy Sanders, who served 
as secretary of the league, under 
Judge John D. Martin and Major 
Scott, has been retained in the 
same capacity. It is, of course, 
a very logical thing to do. San- 
ders is a very capable man. He 
knows the workings of the league 
inside and outside. He was not 
present at today’s meeting. 

The career of Billy Evans, 
which has covered 36 years in 
various capacities in the major 
leagues—excluding the last two 
when he was out of a job—ran 
from 1906 until 1927 as an Ameri- 
can League umpire. That covered 
a span of 22 years. He then be- 
came general manager of the 
Cleveland Indians and spent eight 
years in the job. After 1935, he 
went with Tom Yawkey and re- 
mained there until 1941. He was 
succeeded by Eddie Collins. 

Last year Evans was general 
manager of the Cleveland Rams. 
This year he has been writing 
special newspaper articles for var- 
ious magazines. Off and on dur- 
ing his career he has been a news- 
paperman. At the present time 
he is living in Cleveland. 

BE HERE NEXT WEEK. 

Evans plans to maintain 


ta. He will return to Cleveland 
to wind up whatever business he 
has and come to Atlanta next 
week,

Roosevelt has ex- 
pressed “unalterable opposition” 
to altering the formula for parity, 
which is a price designed to give 
farm products the same purchas- 
ing power they had in a past pe- 
riod, usually 1909-14. 

A proposal for a redefinition of 
parity to include farm labor costs 
formed the crux of the long and 
bitter September debate on the 
anti-inflation bill. The house then 
approved the parity change, but it 
was lost in the senate after Mr. 
Roosevelt expressed opposition 
and Leon Henderson, price admin- 
istrator, said it would mak: the 
legislation inflationary instead of 
a curb on spiraling living costs. 

The anti-inflation measure, as it 
finally became law, invested in 
the President unprecedented war- 
time controls over wages, salaries 
and prices. It put a floor of 90 
per cent of parity, by the old defi- 
nition, under six basic commodi- 
ties—cotton, wheat, corn, rice, to- 
bacco and peanuts (except grain 
used for feed); and stipulated that 
no ceilings could be placed on 
farm commodities at less than 100 
per cent of parity or the highest 
price from January 1 to Septem- 
ber 15, whichever was higher.

e@ @ @ THE PROBLEM of clothes during the war emergency is 
one that confronts any fashion-minded woman interested 
in keeping up morale on the home front. But she won’t have to 
bother her pretty head another minute, for the problem has been 
solved by the High Museum school, where a practical course in 
dress design will begin next Monday. The course will be taught 
by Anne Deloach, fashion instructor at the school, who is especially 
qualified in the fields of fashion illustration and dress design. 
The course will be interesting as well as instructive, and will 
include every phase of dress designing. The classes will encom- 
pass line and proportion, study of the individual figure and the 
shape of the costume related to it, color study, figure in the round, 


textiles and fabrics analyzed, 
style today, simplest construc- 
tion of a dress, a dress de- 
signed and the finer points of 
sewing and finishing. 

Examples of expressive line 
in the fine arts will be shown 
with slides, and _  interpreta- 
tions of expressive line by such 
famous designers as Chanel, 
Schiaparelli, Valentina, etc., will 
be used as examples. A study 
of the simple theory of color 
will be made by making charts 
in water color to be used later 
in the course for the selection 
of harmonies relating to per- 
sonal coloring, and thé psy- 
chological effect of color will 
he discussed—that of striking 
contrasts and the subtleties of 
neutrals. 

Each student will have the 
fun of constructing a model 
form, which will be her own 
property. She will learn the 
suitability and wear of fabrics 
and the limitation of quantity, 
the quality of textiles and dye 
materials in the war emergency, 
and the inventive substitutes.

“classic” and a “fad” are and 
how to select clothes with “war 
budget wisdom,” as well as the 
importance of suitable acces- 
sories and ornaments.

At a special meeting yesterday 
morning, the Decatur Bar Associa- 
tion adopted a resolution express- 
ing confidence in Chief Dailey and 
authorized President H. O. Hubert 
Jr. to appoint a committee of bar 
members to aid in his defense, The 
resolution stated: 

“. . . It is the opinion of this 
body that no more faithful or effi- 
cient law enforcement officer has 
ever served the people of DeKalb 
county. 

“.. The members of this asso- 
ciation have complete confidence 
in the honesty, integrity and good 
character of the said J. T. Dailey, 
despite certain charges which have 
been preferred in the federal court, 
the details of which are unknown 
to this association. 


Confidence Expressed. 


“ .. The Decatur Bar Associa- 
tion expresses the fullest confi- 
dence in the reputation, character 
and integrity of Chief Dailey and 
in consideration of the loyal and 
efficient service which he has giv- 
en the people of DeKalb county, 
we urge the people of the county 
to suspend judgment concerning 
the charges which have.been made 
until a more complete disclosure of 
the facts and a fair trial has been 
accorded.” 

The resolution called upon Hu- 
bert to appoint a committee “to 
assist in any manner with the de- 
fense of Chief Dailey,” and pledg- 
ing the services of each individ- 
ual member. 

The federal indictment charges 
Chief Dailey, Hall, Nelson and 
Hamner “knowingly, wilfully and 
urfiawfully and feloniously did 
conspire, combine, confederate and 
agree among themselves to violate 
the second war powers act and tire 
rationing regulations by impeding, 
hampering, interfering and ob- 
structing a lawful function of a 
governmental agency of the United 
States, to-wit: The Office of Price 
Administration in the proper allo- 
cation of tires.”

More Czars, Red Tape, 
Rationing Seen by 
Henderson. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Price Ad- 
ministrator Leon Henderson  to- 
night predicted that the American 


public had not yet reached the 
“bottom of the barrel” in patience 
and that 1943 would bring “more 
czars, more red tape and ration- 
ing. ” 

Henderson made his predictions 
before 4,000 industrialists at the 
war-planning congress of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers and characterized his forecast 
as a “report from one of _ the 
straw bosses to the board of di- 
rectors.” 

“The year of 1943 is one of 
dread, mystery and uncertainties 
on the military front,” he said. 
“Still, on the home front bts 
production is at the highest ever 
in U. S. history, the hired help is 
the highest paid of any nation on 
earth, and the food production of 
necessities is good.” 

U. 8S. Policies for ‘43. 

He said the \following govern- 
mental policies would be evoked 
in 1943: 

1i—More_ decentralization of 
OPA affairs away from Wash- 
ington. 

2—More rationed items, includ- 
ing a number of articles of cloth- 
ing and food not now rationed. 

3—Raising of sub-standard 
wages and the adjustment of price 
ceilings to accommodate raises in 
some sections. 

4—Punishment of flagrant vio- 
lators of rationing, including gas 
rationing violators. 

5—-Maintenance of present cor- 
porate policies. 

6—More czars. 

7—More red tape. 

Henderson said that no satisfac- 
tory “substitute for free markets” 
and for “free enterprise” had been 
found after a year of price admin- 
istration. 

Difficulties Ahead. 


Telling of the job ahead and of 
its difficulties, he said that ad- 
justments would continue to be 
made as quickly as thé issues be- 
came clear. 

Ruefully, Henderson spoke of 
the mistakes that had been made, 
but said that the biggest single 
mistake was the government’s ear- 
liest estimate on production, 
which he said had shot up 85 per 
cent—far beyond government 2x- 
pectations 

He congratulated the manufac- 
turers for this record, which he 
said was the greatest of all time. 

“We might have retained our 
popularity,” said Henderson in re 
ferring to the “bureaucrat” title,

Deal Most Profitable to 
Stockholders, Says 
President Allcorn. 


The Atlanta Joint Stock Land

Allcorn said all assets of the 
bank had been purchased by the 
Federal Land Bank in Columbia, 
S. C., as the conclusion of nego- 
tiations between himself and Pres- 
ident Julian H. Scarborough of the 


’| Federal Land Bank. 


Major assets of the Atlanta 
bank consisted of long-term mort- 
gages on Georgia and Alabama 
farms. The last published state- 
ment of the bank showed assets 
of more than $1,000,000. ‘ 

The bank was chartered in 1922 
under presidency of A. B. Sims, 
of Atlanta, who was succeeded in 
1926 by E. Rivers. Allcorn !:as 
been president since Rivers’ death 
in 1931. It had been in process 
of liquidation since 1933 under the 
farm mortgage act of 1933 which 
authorized liquidation of all joint 
stock land banks. 

Allcorn said there would be no 
change in the terms of payment of 
mortgages acquired by the Federal 
Land Bank, and dealings will be 
on the same basis as heretofore 
because they remain under super- 
vision of the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration of the department of agri- 
culture, 

Joint stock land banks were 
created under an act of 1916 to 
afford farmers long-time loans at 
reasonable interest rates, Allcorn 
said. 

Other officers of the Atlanta 
bank were Vice President B. W. 
Pruet and Secretary W. B. Shiver. 
The directorate consisted of those 
officers in addition to Robert B. 
Troutman and Clement A. Evans, 
of Atlanta, and Clyde Hendrix, of 
Decatur, Ala.

‘War Is Being 
S| or 
Chandler Says 


Senator Lauds Roosevelt 
Before Southern 
Educators. 


MEMPHIS, Dec. 3.—()—Sen- 


ator Albert Chandler, Democrat, 
of Kentucky, member of the sen- 
ate committee on military affairs, 
tonight praised the country’s war 
effort and its leaders, declaring 


“the war is being well managed.” re 


He told a meeting of the South- 
ern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools that despite 
critics of President Roosevelt, and 
“those gloom spreaders who mag- 
nify isolated instances, the war is 
being well managed” and the 
United States “and its allies have 
commenced to take the offensive 
in almost every corner of the 
globe.” 

Chandler lauded Mr. Roosevelt’s 
role in the African offensive: “The 
President remained determined, 
calm, and deliberate, even in the 
face of an impending election 
where the people were manifestly 
deeply stirred—some because they 
felt that the war was not being 
well managed.” 

Darlan’s Help to U. 8, 

Continuing his comments on 
North Africa, Chandler asserted 
that Admiral Jean Darlan, French 
commander there, “has performed 
for the American people an out- 
standing service. He caused the 
French forces under him to hold 
their fire. . . Except for the 
help of Darlan, 50,000 or 60,000 
American soldiers would now be 
necessary for police duty in the 
parts of the country that we have 
taken over.” 

He warned that “we must realize 
that in this war we pass forever 
from the age of appeasement and 
isolation to the agé of reality,” and 
added: 

“Whenever it (the war) ends, 
the United States must not do as 
we permitted ourselves to do in 
1919—that is, go into isolation and 
bg perfectly oblivious to the ills 
of the world.” 

Association of Nations. 

Instead, he said, “an association 
of nations must be established 
with the strength and will suffi- 
ciently strong and _ sufficiently 
powerful to put down the would- 
be dictators of the future. They 
must not be permitted again to 
molest the peace of the world. 

As long as any of us live, 
and as little as we like it, our 
country will always be a military 
nation.” 

Earlier in the day, Dr. Moses E. 
Ligon, professor at the University 
of Kentucky and association pres- 
ident, told the group that war 
“has brought to the front the 
weaknesses of our system of edu- 
cation.” 

He recommended in his annual 
report a reconsideration of the 
importance in the school system 
of science, mathematics and phys- 
ical education. But the most seri- 
ous problem confronting educa- 
tion, he said, is the lack of prop- 
erly qualified teachers. 

“The standards of this associa- 
tion cannot be maintained for the 
duration if help is not furnished 
by those in authority charged 
with an equitable adjustment of 
human resources.” 


Canada To Slash 
Price of Foods 


OTTAWA, Dec. 3.— (?) —Fi- 
nance Minister J. L. Ilsley an- 
nounced tonight that the govern- 
ment proposed, “by reduction of 
duties and takes, and by outright 
subsidy,” to reduce the retail cost 
of “a number of imported and 
domestic foods of widespread con- 
sumption.” 

Ilsley said coffee would be re- 
duced by four cents a pound, tea 
10 cents a pound, and oranges to 
“about the levels of September 
October, 1941.” 
he price of milk is to be re 
duced, “the general objective” be- 
ing two cents a quart to the con- 
sumer, and profit margins on beef 
taken by some retail dealers are 
to be reduced to “reasonable lim- 
its.”

GSCW Costs 
Show Decline 
Of $100,000 


Audit for Fiscal Year 
Proves Drop in Ex- 
penditures. 


Expenditures of the Georgia 


State College for Women at Mil- 
ledgeville amounted to $597,724 in 
the last fiscal year, or nearly 
$100,000 less than in the previous 
year, State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr., said yesterday. 

The college had $616,828 avail- 
able, but closed the period with a 
net deficit for operations of $38 
after setting up certain reserves. 
The regents allotted $167,500 to 
the institution and the State De 
partment of Education provided 
$16,111 for vocational education 
and $8,306 for national defense 
training. 

Enrollment at the college aver- 
aged 1,121 compared to 1,295 in 
the previous year and 1,414 two 
years ago. 

In another audit, Thrasher said 
the agricultural extension division 
at Athens had $821,322 for opera- 
tions, of which $732,718 was pro- 
vided by federal grants and ended 
the year with a surplus of $10,767. 
Largest expenditure wag $410,931 
for county agent work. 

The University of Georgia 
School of: Aviation, incorporated 
in October, 1940, as a non-profit 
sharing association, ended the fis- 
cal year with a deficit of $15,784, 
Trasher said. 

The school earned an operating 
profit of $9,890 in its first nine 
months but had a net operating 
loss of $25,675 in the last fiscal 
year. Thrasher said that in order 
to operate and pay bills prompt- 
ly, the corporation drew upon the 
University for expenditures. 

The primary purpose of the 
school is to co-operate with the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority in 
flight instruction of students. The 
auditor said that “most of the in- 
come is reimbursed by the CAA 
for cost of instruction upon the 
completion of certain stages in the 
training of students.”

Paper limitations here are due 
to shutting off of Scandinavian 
pulp sources and to reductions in 
shipping from Canada. They in- 
clude control of the size and cir- 
culation of newspapers and a com- 
prehensive civilian campaign, cov- 
ering even the salvage of bus tick- 
et stubs and the re-use of enve- 
lopes. 

(News of Enrst’s trip to England 

to study paper restrictions there 
for the WPB was viewed as signifi- 
cant in paper circles in New York, 
in view of recent warnings by 
American and Canadian govern- 
ment officials that paper consump- 
tion in North America would have 
to be curtailed as a wartime 
measure, 
._(The only step thus far taken 
has been freezing paper produc- 
tion in the United States and 
North America at levels no higher 
than for the second and és third 
quarters of this year, effective No- 
vember 1, last. 

(American paper men, however, 


have insisted that there was nol 


similarity between British and 
North American paper problems, 
since Britain must receive her pa- 
per from overseas.)
